Angry over Donald Trump’s election victory, thousands of protestors took to local 

streets for nearly nine hours Wednesday and into early Thursday in an intense 


show of opposition to the president-elect. 

The Chicago demonstrations were among 
several held across the country in the wake of 
Trump’s stunning defeat of former Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton. The drawn-out Chicago 
event— which drew as many as 2,000 people, 
according to police estimates— was relatively 
peaceful and devoid of any of the heavy vandal- 
ism or effigy burning that occurred elsewhere. 

The protest began outside Trump Tower, 
the hotel and residence along the Chicago 
River, then quickly spread to lower Kinzie 
Street, where protestors blocked the entrance 
to the skyscraper’s parking garage. 

Chicago resident Audrey Lava, who is eight 
months pregnant, wiped away tears as she 
joined the protest outside the tower. She said 
she worries about the country her son will in- 
herit following a vitriolic campaign in which 
Trump often demeaned women, immigrants 
and Latinos, Muslims and other minorities. 

“I wanted to show my solidarity with 
people who are suffering,” Lava said. ‘And I 
wanted to show the rest of the world that not 
everyone in this country supports a fascist.” 

Michael Burke, who lives in Edgewater, 


said he believes the president-elect will “di- 
vide the country and stir up hatred.” 

“I think it’s our constitutional duty to not 
to go quietly and accept that,” he said. 

The tower-based protest transformed into 
a march after about two hours, as the dem- 
onstrators walked through River North and 
then up Michigan Avenue. Chants of “Not my 
president” and “No Trump, no KKK, no fas- 
cists USA’ echoed off the downtown buildings 
as some drivers honked their horns and leaned 
out their windows to raise fists of support. 

“I want this to show that we’re still here, to 
show there are still good people in this coun- 
try” said Emily Marlowe of Chicago. “We’ll 
be here every day if we have to.” 

In two separate instances, smaller groups 
of protesters got onto Lake Shore Drive and 
blocked traffic. 

While onlookers mostly cheered the pro- 
test, some mocked the participants or urged 
them to strike a more conciliatory tone. 

“Build the wall!” one Trump backer yelled 
at the protesters, referring to Trump’s prom- 
ise to build a wall on the U.S.-Mexico border. 


Eive people were arrested over the course 
of the protest. Tvo men were in custody for 
obstructing traffic, one for reckless conduct, 
and another for criminal trespass to land. In 
addition, a juvenile male was arrested and faces 
charges of criminal trespass and resisting arrest. 

Indeed, police kept close tabs on the pro- 
test as some officers did little to hide their 
disdain for the protesters. One wore a large 
“Trump” button on his hat, while others trad- 
ed taunts with the protesters. 

“You know this is why Trump won,” Officer 
Jason Lenski said after one protester asked 
where his KKK hood was. “Because people 
are sick of liberals.” 

Police initially allowed about a half-dozen 
Trump supporters to stand in front of the 
president-elect’s tower, while demonstrators 
were corralled across the street. Anthony 
Moreira, of Berwyn, waved an American flag 
and shouted at the anti-Trump protesters to 
accept the results and go home. 

“Y)u’re weak,” he yelled. “That’s why you 
lost.” 

Moreira said the protesters’ grievances 
were baseless. 

“Trump isn’t a bigot,” he said. “If you look 
behind the back doors you’ll see blacks, His- 
panics, Muslims and all kinds of people work- 
ing for him.” 


The pro-Trump crowd also included Birgitt 
Peterson of Y)rkville, who gained brief no- 
toriety during the campaign when a Tribune 
photographer captured her giving a Nazi-like 
salute as she exited an aborted Trump rally in 
Chicago. 

Waving aTrump sign and chanting “U-S -A,” 
the German-born Peterson said she wanted 
to celebrate her candidate’s victory 

“We knew he was going to win,” she said. 
“They need to accept it.” 

By 10 p.m. Wednesday there were at least 
two large groups of protesters in the down- 
town area, one near Trump Tower and one 
marching through the South Loop. 

A group made its way to lower Kinzie under 
Michigan. Erom there, protesters marched up 
Michigan and across to Lake Shore Drive, 
where marchers once again blocked traffic. 

Once the group moved to Grand Avenue, a 
line of police officers stood to block protest- 
ers from continuing south on Eairbanks. 

After a brief confrontation, the protesters 
continued walking west on Grand Avenue. 

The crowd didn’t dissipate until after i a.m. 
Two groups of marchers converged within 
view of Trump Tower. 

The crowd was gone by 1:30 a.m., leaving 
behind scribbles of anti-Trump graffiti on the 
downtown concrete and bus stops.

Epstein *still processing* 
post-eiection ciimate

Cubs President Theo Epstein hasn’t exactly 

hidden his political views from the public. 

In September he gave a donation to Hillary 
Clinton’s presidential campaign at a fundrais- 
er in Chicago right after signing a five-year, 
$50 million extension to stay with the Cubs. 

But Epstein prefers to separate his politi- 
cal views from his job, and thus he was put in 
a sticky position on Wednesday after starter 
Jake Arrieta tweeted about Donald Trump’s 
election: 

“Time for Hollywood to pony up and head 
for the border #illhelpyoupack #beatit” 

The tweet, a reference to celebrities claim- 
ing they would move out of the United States 
if Trump got elected, had more than 14,600 
re tweets by early Wednesday evening, and Ar- 
rieta was being praised and criticized on Twit- 
ter for giving the opinion. 

At the general managers meetings on 
Wednesday Epstein didn’t care to comment 
on the election results, feeling it was too soon. 

“I’m still processing,” he said. 

When I asked him if he was OKwith Arrieta 
trolling Clinton supporters to his then-nearly 
353,000 followers, Epstein paused. 

“I’m still processing that, too,” he said. “I 
believe in the Eirst Amendment. But I also 
believe we should be mindful of how other 
people feel.” 

Arrieta’s agent, Scott Boras, said Wednes- 
day that he had no issue with any of his play- 


ers making political statements, pointing out 
that they all have political affiliations “like any 
other American.” 

Arrieta obviously wasn’t the only player to 
tweet his views on the election, just the most 
prominent of the Cubs. Epstein had not seen 
a series of tweets on election night from Cubs 
Double-A pitcher Corey Black, who had few- 
er than 6,400 followers. 

Black retweeted an inflammatory tweet 
trolling Clinton supporters that read: 

“You’re not moving to Mexico, you’re not 
moving back to Africa etc.... Clinton lost.... 
and you still have to go to work tomorrow....” 

Epstein works for a family that has promi- 
nent Trump supporters (father Joe and 
brothers Pete and Todd Ricketts) and one 
prominent Clinton supporter (sister Laura 
Ricketts). He said he has good relationships 
with all the Rickettses. When Epstein was 
general manager of the Red Sox, he acquired 
ultraconservative pitcher Curt Schilling even 
though the two disagree politically 

So whatever Arrieta or Black thinks of 
Trump or Clinton is not going to affect their 
futures negatively in the Cubs organization. 

“No, not at all,” Epstein said. “Just like our 
ownership group is as diverse as you can be 
politically Tolerance is important, especially 
in a democracy The ability to have honest 
conversations, even if you come from a differ- 
ent place, a {different} perspective, is funda- 
mentally important.”

Propped over her breakfast at a West Hollywood cafe one morning in late 
October, Amy Adams was contemplating her dream role. The actress had just 
dropped her 6 -year-old daughter off at school after returning from traveling to 
promote her two new films, the science-fiction drama ‘Arrival” and psychologi- 
cal thriller “Nocturnal Animals.” Her mother and husband at a nearby table, 
Adams was preparing for extended family to arrive in town momentarily 


“I need to play somebody who just goes 
around and gets spa treatments,” Adams 
said, wistfuUy “I would have to do a lot of 
spa treatments, just for research. Weeks of 
research.” 

Adams has certainly earned some down- 
time after turning in her two new complex 
lead performances. In Denis Villeneuve’s 
Arrival,” which opens Friday she plays a lin- 
guist haunted by an unexplained melancholy 
who must learn to communicate with aliens 
in order to prevent a global war. In Tom 
Ford’s “Nocturnal Animals,” which opens a 
week later, she plays an aloof art gaUerist ob- 
sessed with her ex-husband’s novel. 

At 42, the five-time Oscar nominee’s ca- 
reer has been characterized by a mix of sup- 
porting roles, from a naive nun in “Doubt” 
to the wife of a cult leader in “The Master” 
to journalist/love interest Lois Lane in the 
latest round of Superman movies. Her two 
new performances, however, place Adams 
squarely in the lead position. 

As Arrival’s” Louise Banks, she reluctant- 
ly leads a team of investigators including a 
scientist played by Jeremy Renner. Much of 
the film’s 10 -week shoot took place on a bare 
soundstage in Montreal, with puppeteers 
behind a lighted screen serving as the aliens. 
For the entire production, Adams said, she 
had a stomachache, a side effect of internal- 
izing Louise’s anxiety 

“She’s not heroic in the traditional sense,” 
Adams said of the character. “I love that she 
gets to rely on her intellect and instinct as 
opposed to brawn and bravery” 

Adams said she prepared for the role by 
studying linguistics and working with her 
acting coach on the film’s psychological 
underpinnings, but she is ill-equipped to 
answer the deep questions the movie raises 
about science and the nature of time. 

“It’s funny when people start challeng- 
ing me about it,” Adams said, of the movie’s 
internal logic. “If I were able to explain how 
the science of this film works, I would not 
be an actress.” 

In “Nocturnal Animals,” Adams plays 
a woman who is equally unmoored, al- 
though the milieu— the Los Angeles fine-art 
scene— is far more familiar. Adams’ husband 
is artist Darren Le Gallo, and though his 


work resides more in the underground art 
scene than the rarified one depicted in the 
film, she found some uncomfortable parts of 
the character to latch onto. 

“I have definitely been invited into that 
world at times, the wealth and privilege of 
a very specific part of the Los Angeles art 
scene,” Adams said. “I found myself really 
judgmental of this character. Then I real- 
ized, ‘Wait, she doesn’t like what it feels like 
to be her. She is judging herself’ So, actually 
this is a great place to start.” 

After becoming a mother, Adams dove 
into an intense period of work, one she said 
she’s slowing down a bit now 

“I’m not sure why that was my reaction 
to having a child,” Adams said. “Maybe I 
was just like, ‘I’ve got to hoard now because 
I’m not sure what the future holds.’ As the 
provider I was like, ‘I need to work, work, 
work.’ ” 

She has also realized, she said, what kind 
of roles are a good fit. Reflecting on a years- 
ago audition for a part that required her to 
strip down to a bathing suit, Adams said she 
had an epiphany 

“Let me tell you a secret: I don’t have a 
good bikini body” Adams said. “It’s not bad. 
It’s not like ‘ugh.’ It’s just not my calling. I 
was standing there in a bikini and I was 
like, ‘I am never going to get this job.’ It was 
down to me and another girl. She looked re- 
ally good. I was never going to be that girl, 
and I realized, ‘That’s OK.’” 

In March, Adams will begin shooting the 
HBO series “Sharp Objects,” an adaptation 
of the Gillian Flynn novel in which she will 
play a newspaper journalist with psychiatric 
issues. 

An inveterate karaoke fan (‘Alone” by 
Heart is a go-to), she also has a hankering to 
do a musical, and has discussed making a se- 
quel to “Enchanted,” the Disney live-action 
movie in which she played a princess-adja- 
cent character. 

“Five years ago, it was like, ‘Oh gosh, I don’t 
want to do any sequels,’ and then I think with 
everything happening in the election I real- 
ized, we need a film called ‘Disenchanted,’ ” 
Adams said. “Let’s have some fun. Something 
joyful but also something that asks, ‘What 
does it mean to be happily ever after?’ ”

Successful space oddity 




‘Am I the only one 
having trouble saying 
‘aliens?”

determine their purpose on Earth. Facing 
social unrest and dealing with the reality that 
II other countries are also dealing with the 
aliens, Louise and Ian face pressure to put 
the puzzle of communication together. 

What’S good? 

‘Arrival” knows what it’s doing— even the 
opening montage of Louise’s daughter’s life 
and death has stunning visual callbacks and 
parallels that could make it a short film. The 
scene where Louise goes into the vessel for 
the first time and adjusts to the warped gravi- 
ty is breathtaking. Director Denis Villeneuve 
tells his story in a cool, muted palette, using 
intimate close-ups to establish a connection 
to Louise. Adams, as usual, is completely 
fantastic, infusing Louise with both delicate 
sorrow and determined strength. 

The real triumph of ‘Arrival,” though, is 
its commitment to the complexity of time 
and language. “Maybe we should try talking 
to them before we throw math problems at 
them,” Louise says pointedly to Ian, to which 
their superior says, “This is why you’re both 


here.” The film believes in communication 
and weaves that into the puzzle of its story 

What’S bad? 

‘Arrival” takes a risk, and it half pays off Its 
ending is poignant and touching, if a little 
muddled and melodramatic. It takes a long 
time for the film to establish stakes, and once 


it does, they feel a little silly Without giving 
anything away though some things don’t feel 
completely solid, the way ‘Arrival” brings 
everything together is sort of awe-inspiring. 

Final verdict 

A relevant film that preaches openness and 
puzzles together an earned conclusion. 


What happens? 

Louise is a linguistics professor mourning the 
death of her daughter. When 12 alien vessels 
land at different points on Earth, the military 
recruits her and scientist Ian Donnelly (Jer- 
emy Renner) to head efforts to communicate

Quiet, warm, to- 
gether. It’s not a lot 
to ask for a marriage, 
but that’s all Richard 
(Joel Edgerton) and 
Mildred Loving (Ruth 
Negga) want. In 1958 
Virginia, an interracial marriage is a cause for 
drama, but Jeff Nichols’ “Loving” undercuts 
that reality with determined simplicity 

What happens? 

After finding out Mildred is pregnant, Rich- 
ard takes her north to D.C. to get married, 
where there will be “less red tape.” But upon 
returning to Virginia, they’re arrested for 
cohabitation and presented with a choice 
of spending a year in jail or leaving the state 
for 25 years. The Lovings raise their family 
in D.C. but miss their home in Virginia. An 
ACLU lawyer, Bernard Cohen (Nick Kroll), 
offers to take their case, and the Lovings 
quietly fight the system that says they can’t 
lawfully be together. 

What’S good? 

Edgerton and Negga both turn in strong, 
emotional performances, but Negga’s is 
especially affecting. The simplicity of their 
love is mirrored in the simplicity of Nichols’ 
direction, although there are a couple of 


scenes where he reaUy knows how to tighten 
the ropes. The repeated visual of Richard’s 
work as a bricklayer (and designing and build- 
ing the Lovings’ own house) reminds that 
this story was a slow and steady build, not an 
explosive, overnight victory With very little 
time spent in courtroom scenes, “Loving” is 
more about the life of a family that happened 
to change history than the other way around. 

What’S bad? 

Much of the dialogue in “Loving” is soft and 
natural, and then in comes Kroll, shouting 
his lines like he’s in a cheesy made-for-TV 
movie. It’s hard to watch him spoil the subtle 
beauty 

But the real trouble with “Loving” is how 
little we really know about the couple. Their 
bond is undeniably strong, but why? Who are 
they, and why did they fall in love? Mildred 
is eager to fight the system, while Richard 
wants to keep his head down until things 
blow over and people leave them alone. This 
disconnect is obvious but never addressed, 
and it never affects their marriage in a way 
that it realistically would. 

Final verdict 

“Loving” has a big, powerful story at its 
fingertips but only scratches the surface of 
telling it.

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Mo’Nique brings the 
cheer to holiday movie

If there is any reason, besides an annual craving 
for cinematic Christmas cheer, to see ‘Almost 
Christmas,” that reason is Mo’Nique. Heck, 
the Mo’Nique bloopers at the end of the film 
are worth the price of admission. So thank you, 
writer/director David E. Talbert, for finally giv- 
ing Mo’Nique a decent role after her Oscar- 
winning turn in 2009’s “Precious”— we needed 
her back on the big screen. 

What happens? 

In a film that sports 14 stars on its poster, 
there’s only one other person in ‘Almost 
Christmas” who can go toe-to-toe with 
Mo’Nique’s Aunt May, and that’s J.B. Smoove 
as Lonny an arrogant, philandering former 
basketball player married to the uptight 
Cheryl (Kimberly Elise). She’s the doctor 
daughter of Walter (Danny Glover), who has 
gathered his four children and their families 
back at home for Christmas just 10 months 
after the death of his wife, Grace, and no one 
seems to have found their footing yet. 

Just like in every family, there are sibling ri- 
valries and longstanding feuds and traditions 
and rituals. Cheryl fights with sister Rachel 
(Gabrielle Union) over everything and any- 
thing, while Christian (Romany Malco), who’s 
running for Congress, is urged to spend more 
time with his family by his wife, Sonja (Nicole 
Ari Parker). Little brother Evan (Jessie Usher) 
is a college football star with a painkiller prob- 
lem. And Walter just wants to figure out how 
to make the perfect sweet potato pie. 

What’S good? 

Talbert does right by essentially turning the 
cameras on and letting Mo’Nique do her 
thing as the eccentric, motormouth Aunt 
May of the Meyers clan, swathed in caftans, 
sporting numerous wigs and spouting stories 


about her glamorous life as a backup singer 
for global superstars. %u’ll wish for more of 
her, and in fact, if ‘Almost Christmas” has any 
sort of sequel or spin-off, it’d be criminal if it 
wasn’t a prequel focused on Aunt May’s back- 
story Mo’Nique is a treasure, and ‘Almost 
Christmas” is a fine reminder of that. 

What’S bad? 

The film is a bit scattered, jumping from 
comic set piece to comic set piece that seem 
to come standard issue in the holiday movie 
genre. Someone falls off the roof fixing deco- 
rations? Check. Church spectacle? Check. 
Christmas dinner debacle? Check. Throw in 
some cute kids, a family touch football match 
and burned stuffing and you’ve got yourself 
a holiday movie. Yet interwoven with all the 
pratfalls and mayhem is a thread of distinct 
sadness and pathos, expressed by the quietly 
overwhelmed Walter, who says he’s “learning 
how to walk again,” in the wake of his wife’s 
passing. 

While Glover is delicately charming as 
Walter, it’s truly only Mo’Nique who owns 
both the biggest laughs and the truly heartfelt 
moments in the film. The rest of the gang is 
all a bit too zany or too soapy melodramatic to 
buy into, especially with the wild tonal shifts. 

Final verdict 

Eor all the over-the-top operatic moments — 
car wrecks and prom throwbacks and rifles 
at the dinner table— there’s something about 
the wild tonal shifts and chaos of ‘Almost 
Christmas” that rings true about the holiday 
season. It is possible to go from hating to lov- 
ing your sister, to go from fighting to dancing 
together in the kitchen. ‘Almost Christmas” 
encompasses every high, low, in-between, 
culinary mishap and electric slide that makes 
the holidays what they are.
